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201—37.2 (904) Sale of products.

37.2(1) lowa state industries shall sell products to any tax-supported institution or governmental
subdivision in any level of government, including state, county, city or school. lowa state industries
may sell products to employees of such entities.

37.2(2) lowa state industries may sell products to nonprofit organizations such as parochial schools,
churches, or fraternal organizations and employees of such nonprofit organizations.

37.2(3) lowa state industries may sell products to nonprofit health care facilities serving Medicaid
or social security patients.

37.2(4) Sales will not generally be solicited from the general public. However, the state director of
Iowa state industries may determine with the advice of the prison industries advisory board that limited
public sales will be made when the sales to political subdivisions are insufficient to justify continued
operation of a shop.
